Kennedy Gets Much Mileage From 
Single Speech On Train Campaign

Life on a presidential cam­ 
paign train has the same stop- 
and-go qualities of the train it­ 
self. only in reverse. When the

Sen. John F. Kennedy would 
loll in his large private bed­ 
room on his private car, with 
its pink telephone, dirty blue 
carpet and dirty ro e uphol­ 
stery, or confer with his staff 
or state Democratic officials 
or wander about in the two 
last cars of the tram ifrom 
which newsmen were barred). 
He never met with the news­ 
men on the train. There were

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Advantages, Danger In 
School Issues Discussions 


Decision of the Marin County Board 
of Education to take some time during 
each of their monthly meetings to hear 
discussions of “controversies in educa­ 
tion” could be a welcome opportunity 
for these issues to be explored. But 
there is a danger. 
As planned, part of each meeting the 
first M onday of every month would be 
devoted to a presentation by the county 
staff or administrators 
from 
Marin 
school districts on these controversies. 
A list of 17 controversies, widely di­ 
versified, was presented to the seven 
county board members at their meeting 
this week. The discussions would either 
be selected from this list or from other 
suggested topics. 
Included were items about languages, 
school discipline, progressive education, 
homework, teacher education, science, 
back to the fundamentals, driver educa­ 
tion. federal aid and about everything 
else except bus schedules. 
As explained by Asst. Supt. Richard 
Hinze. the staff would like to “report to 
the board in g r e a t e r depth in these 
areas.” 
The board accepted the suggestion. 
The first discussion will take place at 
the Oct. 3 meeting. Hinze will select the 
topic. 
This seems to offer a good opportun­ 
ity for the board, and the public too, for 
the meetings are open, to hear “reports 


in depth” on some of these controvers­ 
ies. Certainly, any effort that is made to 
bring them more into the open and 
bring about a better understanding of 
both sides should be encouraged. 
Yet this particular proposal has some 
defects. The plan is to cram this report 
into an already crowded agenda on a 
regular meeting night. It would replace 
reports made during the past year by 
members of the county staff on the ac­ 
tivities of their departments. 
It is unlikely there would be as much 
as half an hour, probably not more than 
20 minutes, in which to discuss the con­ 
troversies. This means reports on topics 
which easily could take a whole evening, 
would have to be boiled down to such a 
point as to be almost superficial. 
The other alternative is to present 
only a one-sided view of the contro­ 
versy. The discussion could indeed be 
turned into sort of a brainwashing pro­ 
cedure for the board members. 
We don’t believe for a minute that 
this is what the county superintendent 
had in mind. Quite the opposite. Yet it 
is a possibility against which both he 
and the board must guard. 
We hope the discussions can be work­ 
ed out so that after each, the county 
board members will have more facts and 
a better understanding of the contro­ 
versy. We hope the discussions won't be 
aimed at making up their minds for 
them.

I PI Foreign Editor 
In speculation about the 
motives behind Nikita Khrush­ 
chev’s decision to attend this 
month’s session of the United 
Nations General Assembly in 
New Y'ork, two assumptions 
seem safe. 
It will not be with particu­ 
larly friendly intent toward 
the United States. And it will 
be in his role as Communism's 
star salesman. 
One of the most likely tar­ 
gets w'ould seem to be I^atin 
America in general and Cuba 
specifically. 
As 
a 
rough - and - tumble 
fighter, 
Khrushchev's 
out­ 
standing characteristics are 
his boldness and his timing. 


THE EFFRONTERY of his 
visit to the United States at 
this particular time is an il­ 
lustration of both. 
If, as has been reported, he 
brings with him the premiers 
of 
the 
European 
satellite 
states and thus is able to hold 
a Communist summit session 
within the boundaries of the 
United States, it would be an 
international nose - thumbing 
gesture probably w ithout pre­ 
cedent. 
All 
this 
is 
possible, 
of 
course, because the United 
States is host nation to the 
U. N.’s permanent headquar­ 
ters which has extra-territor­ 
ial status. 


BUT ADI) TO THIS a pros­ 
pective visit to Fidel Castro's 
Cuba and the mischief-mak­ 
ing possibilities of this trip 
become intensified. 
At the recent meeting of 
American states at San Jose, 
Costa Rica, the U.S. obtained 
19 signatures to a watered- 
down resolution condemning 
Communist encroachment in 
this hemisphere. But opinion 
was not unanimous—and this 
Khrushchev may be certain 
to exploit. 
In view of the San Jose 
resolution it would seem that 
other Latin American nations 
will be reluctant to follow 
Cuba’s example in inviting 
Khrushchev to visit them at 
this time. But even this re­ 
luctance may be expected to 


result in violent demonstra­ 
tions in Mexico, Venezuela, 
Chile and others where both 
leftists and pro-Castroites are 
strong.

Little Fellow Is Man 


Stabbed By Taxes

WASHINGTON W—The U. 
S. taxpayer is fumbling a good 
chance to ask a good question 
in this presidential campaign. 
Two good questions! 
The questions are these: 
How' much would it cost to 
make good on the new spend­ 
ing proposals in the Republi- 
can platform? In the Demo­ 
cratic platform? 
These questions would lead 
directly to another: W'ould 
the 
spending 
proposals 
in 
either platform require in­ 
creased taxes? 
Out of that question would 
come still another to which 
the answer already is well, if 
not widely, known. The ques­ 
tion: 
If taxes had to be increased, 
w'ho w'ould be stuck with the 
added burden? 


WHO WOULD BE stuck? 
The little fellows, of course. 
Stabbed would be a better 
word than stuck for what hap­ 
pens between the U. S. Com­ 
mon Man and taxes. The U. S. 
little fellow or Common Man 
is the patsy because there are 
so many of him. 
The U. S. Treasury expects 
to collect about $41 billion in 
individual income taxes in the 
current fiscal year. Most of 
this huge sum will be plucked 
from the numerous Common 
Man. The little fellow has a 
taxable income up to, say, 
$4,500 a year. 


ABOUT A YEAR ago, the 
Tax Foundation calculated the 
total U. S. taxable income at 
$153 billion. The amount of 
income subject to the first 
bracket is about $108 billion. 
The first bracket rate is 20 
per cent. That is the rate 
which catches the little fel­ 
low. Tax Foundation calculat­ 
ed that this bracket produces 
about 61 per cent of the tax 
yield. 
For the U. S. taxpayer mere­ 
ly to inquire wrhat the presi­ 
dential platforms might mean 
in the way of spending and 
taxation would not necessar­ 


ily mean that he W'as against 
what the platforms promised. 
The taxpayer might not be 
against greater spending wnth 
or without higher taxes. 


Merely to inquire, however, 
would be no more than simple 
prudence, like reading the 
fine print before signing a 
contract with a fast talking 
hustler. 


THE FACT IS that the tax­ 
payer does not inquire, which 
suggests that this mainstay 
and flower of American civi­ 
lization may be more fat­ 
headed than prudent; a de­ 
pressing thought. 
Inquiry might — probably 
would—uncover some politi­ 
cal purpose to whoop it up 
with more government spend­ 
ing without hiking taxes at 
all. That should be the cue 
for the U. S. taxpayers to 
paint his legs red and to de­ 
clare open season on all such 
political purposes. 


That is the something-for- 
nothing way of life which is a 
kind of perpetual motion. The 
facts are that there is no such 
thing as perpetual motion nor 
is there any something-for* 
nothing way of life.

Zoning Fight 


The Ross Town Council voted 
last night to hire outside legal 
help for a court battle over a 
zoning dispute. 
On advice of City Atty. Rob­ 
ert W. Elliott, the council de­ 
cided to hire Robert T. Ander- 
i son, Berkeley attorney, as con­ 
sultant in the battle with Mar- 
! garet E. Hamer over building 
for apartments at 
1125 Sir 
Francis Drake Boulevard. 
Anderson will confer with 
Elliott on the case, and if it is 
decided to carry it to the Dis­ 
trict Court of Appeals, he will 
represent the Town of Ross in 
the appellate court. 
Mrs. Hamer won a Marin 
Superior Court decision June 
24 against the town, which had 
denied her the right to build 
garden apartments on the two- 
acre parcel across Drake Boule­ 
vard from Ross General Hos­ 
pital. 
Judge Richard M. Sims ruled 
that the town’s zoning ordi­ 
nance, which limits the proper­ 
ty to one-family residences on 
¡lots of at least an acre, is un­ 
constitutional as applied to the 
Hamer property. 
Elliott advised that attorney 
Anderson be hired because he 
is an expert in municipal law. 
Anderson is a partner in the 
Oakland law firm of Sturgis. 
| Den-Bulk, Douglass and An­ 
derson. 


A citizens’ advisory group 
should be appointed in Ross so 
that the “pulse of the town 
could be felt” on community 
matlers, Mayor Arthur Kanzee 
Jr. suggested last night at the 
town council meeting. 


The mayor’s plan would re­ 
quire that the members of the 
advisory group would 
come 
from all sections of town. Kan­ 
zee designated the sections as 
the hill area on the southwest 
side of Drake Boulevard, the 
hill area on the northeast side 
of the highway, and the “flat” 
areas in north and south Ross.

WASHINGTON W —A drug 
maker 
testified 
today

costly research and patent pro-; 
tection of new products are! 
vital to the success of the in­ 
dustry's smaller firms. 


Philip I. Bowman, president j 
of Bristol Laboratories of Syra­ 
cuse, N. Y.. hit hard at the, 
idea that elimination of patents 
in the prescription drug field 
would be a boon to little firms 
and the public. 
He contended, in testimonyj 
prepared for the Senate anti­ 
trust and monopoly subcom­ 
mittee, that the effect would 
be just the opposite. 
“ We learned early in our 
corporate life that patents are 
a small firm's—and the pub­ 
lic's— best friends." 
Bowman 
said. 
Bristol Laboratories, a di- 
ision of Bristol-Myers Co., is 
engaged primarlv in the manu­ 
facture and sale of antibiotics. 
Bowman said that last year 


it spent 16.1 per cent of sales 
on research, compared to about 
9 per cent for the industry as 
a whole, and has averaged 12 
per cent from 1944 on. 
“ Wes estima.e that major 
anti-biotics have emerged with 
a frequency of one for every 
$20 million of industry 
re­ 
search expenditure,” he said. 
He rejected the idea that 
elimination of patents would 
enable little firms to grow by 
taking advantage of the re­ 
search of the big companies. 


In the first place, he said, 
“ new drug research would dry 
up 
because it is so expensive 
that “ no prudent firm would 
dare to gamble the money with­ 
out the possibility of protect­ 
ing the results.” 


He also said that experience 
in making unpatented penicil­ 
lin showed the big firms got 
bigger while five of the small­ 
er. newer firms were forced 
out of the anti-biotic business.

Passport Order Cuts 


East Berlin From West 


BERLIN T — This isolated 
city became a hot spot in the j 
cold war again today. 
The Communists hurled a 
new challenge to the West by 
demanding West Germans get 
“ passports” to enter the Com­ 
munist eastern sector of the 
divided city. 
The East German regime put 
new 
travel 
restrictions 
into 
force at midnight, in defiance 
of the four-power agreement 
guaranteeing free movement in 
all Berlin. 
The West Berlin city govern­ 
ment of Mayor Willy Brandt 
charged the move was part of • 
“ a 
planned 
long-term 
cam­ 
paign.” 
A United States spokesman 
in Bonn denounced the travel 
curbs as a violation of the 
agreement between the West 
and the Soviet Union on “ free­ 
dom of circulation within great-; 
tr Berlin.” 
“ We are consulting with our 


allies,” 
the U.S. 
spokesman 
said. 


West German Vice Chancel­ 
lor Ludwig Erhard, acting head 
of the Bonn government in the 
absence of vacationing Chan­ 
cellor Konrad Adenauer, was to 
fly to Berlin today for strategy 
talks with Brandt. 


The East German order does 
not apply to Germans who live 
in Berlin or to foreigners. 


There was no report of in­ 
terference with road or rail 
traffic over the 110-nule stretch 
from this West German border 
to this isolated city, such as 
marked the 1948 blockade. 


The decree was announced 
so suddenly that Communist 
guards were caught by sur­ 
prise. Hours after the travel 
ban went into effect, the Com­ 
munist officer ai Brandenburg 
Gate— one of the main crossing 
points— said lie had not been 
officially notified.
